At Chicago she will be met by
members of the Young" Women's Christian
Association, who will see her safely on her
journey to New York. There she will be
taken in charge" by the New York Children's
Society and safely housed up to the time
that the steamer sails. At Liverpool the
English Children's Society will meet her
and forward her to her home In Rock
Ferry.

The action taken bv tho British govern-
ment to get her out of the possession of her
taskmakers was brought about bv the ren- -
resentatlons made to the foreign office by
one ui me memDers or parliament irom
Cheshire. The authorities have been work-
ing for eight months to secure her freedom.
